‘| we learn, snys Professor “Jovi ns, lo identify 


money with gold and silver; hence spring hurt- 
fal arid insidjous fallacies, It is alwnys useful, 
therefore, to be reminded ofthe truth so well 
stated by Turgot that every kind of merchandise 
has the two properties of mensuring value and 
‘transferring value. Tl isentirely a question of 
degree what commodilies will in any given 
state of society form the most convenient cur- 
rency, and this trath will be best impressed 
upon ss by a‘brief cxnsiderntion of the very 
nuineraus things which have at one time or 
ather been employed as money. «Though there 
ata’ many numiamatists and many political 
economists, the natural ‘history of money it 
almorta virgin subject, upon which { should 
like to dilate ; but the nasrow limits of my space 
forbid me from attempting more thana brief 
sketch afthe many interesting facta which may 
be collected. 


SKIN CURRENCY. 
Perhaps ‘the most rudimentary state of in- 
dustry is that in which subsistence is gained 
by hunting wild animals. Tho proceeds of the 


animals captured would, indeed, be too perish- 
able in nature to be hoarded or often’ exchang- 
ed; butit is otherwise with the skins, which 
being preserved and valued for clothing be- 
came one of the earliest materials of currency. 
Accordingly,: there is abundant evidence that 
fur or skins were emoloyed as money in many 
ancient nations They serve this purpose io the 
present day in sorhe parts of the world, 

In the Book of Job (11.4) we read, "Skin for 
skin, Yea, all (hat a man hath will he give for 
his life ;’ a statement clearly implying that 
skins: Ware taken ns the representative of value 
among’ the ancient Oriental nations. Etymo- 
logical research shows that the. same may be 
said of the northern nations from the earlies! 
times.’ In the Esthonian language the ward 
taba generally signifies money, but its equiva- 
lentin the kindred Lappish tongue has not 
yet altogether Jost the original meaning’ of 
skin or fur, 


‘Peter the Great, and it is worthy of notice that 


effect that the earliest currency used at Rome, 
Lacedaen:on, and Carthage, was formed of 
leather, 


early times to study the use of rude currencies, 
In the traffic of the Hudson's Bay Company 
with the North American Indians, furs, in spite 
of their differences nf quality and. size, long 
formed the medium of exchange. [t is very 
instructive, and corroborative of the previous 
evidence, to find that even after the use of coin 
had become common aniong the Indians, the 
skin was still commonly used as a money of 
account. Thus Whymper (Travels in Alaska, 


‘This term: is 
the old one employed by the company, One’ 
skin (beaver) is supposed to be worth two shil- 
lings, and it represents two marten, and so on, 
You heard a great deal about ‘skins’ at Fort

MONEY IN CATTLE, 


In the pastoral, the next higher stage of ci- 
-vilisation, sheep and cattle naturally form the 
most valuable and negotiable kind of property. 


‘They are easily transferable, convey them: 
selves about, and can be kept for many years, 
so that they readily perform some of the func- 
tions of money. 


We have abundance of evidence, traditional, 
written and étymological, 1o show this, Inthe 
Homeric poems oxen are distinctly and repeat- 
edly mentioned as the commodity in terms of 
which other objects are valued, The arms of 
Diomed are stated to be worth nine oxen, and 
are compared with those of Glaucos, worth one 
hundred, The tripod, the first prize for wreae 
tlers in the agrd Iliad, wag valued at twelve 
oxen, and a woman captive, skilled in indus- 
try, at four, Ut is peculiarly interesting to find 
oxen thus used as the common measure of 
value, because from other passages it is proba- 
ble, as alréady mentioned, that the precious me- 
tals, though as yet uncoined, were used as a 
standard of value, and occasionally as a medi 
um of exchange. The several functions of 
Money were thus clearly performed by diffe 
tent commodities at.this early period. — 


In several languages the name for money is 
identical with that of some kind of cattle or 
domesticated animal, It is generally allowed 
that pecunia, the Latin word for money, is 
derived from pecus, cattle. From the 
Agamemnon of Aischylus we learn that tha 
figure of an ox was the sign first impreased 
upon coins, and the same is said to have been 
the case with the earliest issues of the the Ro+ 
man As. Numismatic researches fail to bear 
out these traditions, which were probably 
invented to explain the connection between 
the name of the coin and the animal. A cote 
responding connection between these notions 
may be detected in more modern Janguages, 


Anglo-Saxon feoh, meaning alike money and 
cattle, a word cognate with the German yleb, 
which still bears only the original meaning of. 
{am informed by my friend, Professor 
Theodores, the same connection of ideas 
is manifested in the Greek word for pro-
